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Of Mexico Under Administration 


of President Diaz 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—The bank- 


Ing experience of Mexico under 
the 


administration of President Diaz pre- 
sents many interesting points of con- 
tract and comparison with the system 
of the United States. The subject is 
treated more fully than in any other 
document in English by a monograph, 
Just made public by the National Mon- 
etary Commission, prepared 
by 
Mr. 
Charles A. Conant,. the author of "A 
History of Modern Banks of Issue," 
nnd other financial works. Mr. Con- 
unt derived special fitness for the task 
from the fact that he was consulted by 
the- .Mexican government in the prep- 
aration of the monetary reform of 1!)05 
and has been in frequent correspond- 
ence since that time with Mr. Lima- 
tour, the Mexican minister pf .finance, 
and other, leading 'Mexican financiers. 
The text of his monograph was sub- 
mitted to Mr. oaquin D. Casasus, for- 
jner ambassador to the United States, 
and himself a well-known writer on 
financial subjects. 
The appendix to 
the monograph presents for the first 
time in this country the full text of 
the strong report on the now banking 
law made by Mr. Limatour in 1897 and 
the text of the recent report of 
Mr. 
Pablo Macedo, on tho workings of the 
commission on money and 
exchange, 


which was charged by the government 
with carrying out tho new monetary 
law which placed Mexico on the gold 
exchange standard. 
The history of banking in Mexico, 


prior to the steps taken in 1896 to 
bring about unity of system, waa that 
of a few banks,' largely financed from 
abroad, 
having 
special 
concessions 


and subject to no uniform 
require- 


ments as to circulation, reserves, and 
other obligations of 
sound banking. 


Up to 1SI;4 the banking business was 
done by large mercantile houses 
with 


foreign 
relations. These 
houses 
in 


some cases issued certificates 
of 
de- 


posit in the form of bills. Tilled in for 
uneven amounts. The first real bank- 
ing office wns a branch of the London 
bank of Mexico and 
South Ami-Hen, 


which was established in 18U4 without 
anv special concession 
from the gov- 


ernment. It was not until 1881 that a 
concession was 
granted by 
congress 


which led to the creation of the Na- 
tional Bank of Mexico. The title 
of 


this institution did not Imply that 
it 


occupied toward the government and 
.the public, the same position 
as the 
central banks of Europe, but with a 
capital of $8,000,000, and branches 
at 


several important points, H soon be- 
came arid has remained the most 
im- 
portant banking 
Institution 
of the 


country. Special 
privileges in 
re- 


gard to the issue if notes were give.li 
In tho bank. These privileges; were 
not admitted by the government to be 
exclusive, hut poslble differences 
on 


tills subject were adjusted at the thno 
of the enactment of flip general bank- 
ing law of March II). 1SS7. 


extending special privileges in respect 
to taxation for. a term of years to the 
first bank of issue to which a charter 
might be granted. 
. The granting of new charters, how 
ever, was not 
automatic 
and 
was 


hedged about with careful restrictions. 
A bank of Issue could not be founded 
with a less capital than $500,000, which 
was raised by the law of June 18, 1908, 
to $1,000,000 for banks which 
might 


thereafter bo established. 
'The 
ex- 


pi-ess authorization of the department 
of flnanco was made necessary for the 
Incrcass or 
diminution 
of 
banking 


capital, and no bunk could be organized 
until tile capital had been fully 
sub- 


scribed and at least f,0 per c-.nt in cash 
paid In. Those seeking a concession 
for any Institution of credit organized 
under the law were required to deposit 
In the treasury, or in 
the National 


Bank of Mexico, government bonds of 
a nominal value equivalent to at least 
t!0 per cent of tho sum which the sum 
which the bank was required to have 
in hand in order to be incorporated. 
The preliminary concession mlghf be 
granted to private Individuals, not less 
than three in number, but they must 
show within four months that tlwy had 
organized a joint-stock company 
to 


operate the concession , nd had trans- 
ferred thn concession to such company. 


The duration of new bank charters 


was not in any case lo exceed thirty 
years from the data of the enactment 
of tho law for banks of issue and fifty 
years for the other classes of 
banks. 


By this provision the

The experience of Mexico under the 


banking law of 1807, although 
brief 


in point of time, lias 
followed 
well- 


defined lines. Mr. Limantour, the min- 
ister of finuncc, laid down in the re- 
port of 1S07 a definite program, which 
involved the separation, of 
commer- 


cial banking from' that 
of 
mortgage 


banks and hanks of finance and pro- 
motion. Under the conditions existing 
in Mexico—a rather limited volume of 
capital seeking Investment, in mining 
and 
agricultural 
development—the 


formulation of sound hanking princi- 
ples was easier than strict adherence 
to them in practice. 
The measure of the difficulty, how- 


ever, in keeping the banks 
of 
Issue 


from locking' up their assets in indus- 
trial enterprises was In a sene 
the 


of the need for emphasizing' Hi's dis- 
tinction 
From the beginning of Mr. 


LimauUiiu-'s service as minister of fin- 
ance in 1893 the development of Mexi-

Inevitably,

llsh bankers, but later from the Unit- 
ed States.

The- defendant mill offered no testimony but has intimated Hint the 


case will go to the supreme court on the constitutionality of the law. 
This 


question was brought up at the trial but Judge Dunu refused to rule upon 


it, as the custom is to let all such questions go to the full bench. 
The 


decision will be watched with interest by all the mill workers in Now 


England. 


THE PEOPLE VERSUS THE POLITICAL PARTY 


Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, able man that ha is, distinguished 


as a leader and on many public questions of the hour, is no longer wanted 


by the people. He is to retire because he does not want to contest for re- 


election on account of his age. 
But if he were twenty years younger he 


would find that the growing prejudice against the machine politician would 
count strongly against him. 


Aldrich has been the lender in the revision of the tariff, and the.very 


general belief in regard to his course therein is that he served the interests 
of the trusts rather than the people. The people blnrue the republican party 
for revision upward instead of downward, and they regard Aldrich as the 
tool by which the political schemes of his party were carried out. 


The opposition lo machine politicians is not confined to Aldrich alone. 


It is directed against other republican leaders and bosses of the same 
stamp—that is, men who arc ready to sacrifice the interests of the people 
to the interests of their political party. 


Senator Lodge has been preeminently a man of this type. He is the 


boss of the Massachusetts machine, and he is ready at call whenever his 
services are in demand by the party at Washington. The country is getting 
tired of these machine politicians, because they stand mninly for one thing 
which is the perpetuation of the republican party in office. 
The demand of 


the hour is for men who will stand by the people and let the matter of 
party supremacy sink to second place. 


PEACE FEDERATION 
OF THE 
WORLD 


The next great world question to be settled by the nations is that of 


forming a world federation of all the powers for universal pence. A joint 
resolution passed the national house a few days ago looking towards the 
maintenance of world peace by the creation of an international police and 
b\' other feasible methods. 
The senate will undoubtedly pass the resolu- 


tion and the president will gladly sign it, as there seems to be a great desire 
on the part of all branches of the federal government to bring this propo?i- 
lion into (lie domain of practical international action. 


It is intended Hint the proposed commission will 
art 
through 
The; 


Hague tribunal and (lie intermitionnl court of arbitration which is to be 
established. 


Secretary Knox has sent to the international congress of chambers of 


commerce at London an appeal in favor of an international court of arbitral 
justice as suggested by Col. Roosevelt in one of his European speeches. It 
was referred to n committee to be reported to the meeting of the congress 
in 1012. 
But apart from this court the general movement, for a federation 


of universal peace is growing rapidly. 


The federation of the powers is a prerequisite for universal peace. 


This is more feasible today than ever before for nil the great nations have 


• imrliainents to make laws mid contracts with other nations that will be 


binding upon all the signatory powers. Kussia has her Duma. China will 
soon have a constitution. 
Turkey and Persia have each passed through 


a revolution that brought them lively parliaments. 


The general plan is to have the powers enter into a federation i'or 


peace., establish a court for the arbitration of all international disputes 
properly coming under its jurisdiction and place at Ibis court's command 
the armies and nnvics of the world to enforce its decrees. That would put 
nn cr.d to militarism; it would cause the powers to uso the 
efforts 
now 


given- to .tin* mis of war to the nrls of pence; so that the world would 
undoubtedly be the gainer.

WASHINGTON,,.. June 
25.—An in- 


crease of 85 million..-dollars!In exports 
from the United States to'other coun- 
tries of. the Western Hemisphere and 
a decrease 
of -14 million dollars in 


those to 'the JEastern Hemisphere dur- 
ing the 11 months of the current fiscal 
year is an interesting;, .fact developed 
by an analysis of. the year's trade 
made by the bureau of statistics of the 
department of : commerce and labor. 
The figures show that the g-ains in ex- 
ports, occurred.-in those parts of the 
world In which manufactures form the 
bulk of the merchandise imported, 
while the losses ' ocfiurrcd 
in those 


'countries in which foodstuffs consti- 
tute an important, part of thu import 
trade. Of the.domestic exports to the 
various grand'divisions last year, man-, 
ufactures formed, in the case of North 
America, 60 per. cent.; .South America, 
over 85 per cent; Oceania, 86'per cent, 
and Africa, 60 per • cent- of the total, 
and to these sections of the world the 
exports from .the United gtates in- 
creased; while in the1 case of Europe, 
to which Tnanufaetures formed ' nearly 
30 per'cent, and foodstuffs 31 per cent,

The new world iff rapidly increasing 


the share which it taltes of products of 
the United States .find is, as shown by 
the figures already, ciuoted, responsible 
for practically all the gain of 71 mil- 
lion dollars made in the exports of the 
United States.

1 million in the value of exports there- 
to during the 11 months, their gain of 
9 million is more than offset by a loss 
of 23 million dollars in exports to Eu- 
rope and Asia.

It le Prepared From the Iris For Pow- 


der and Perfumes. 


j\TOST people know that orris root is 


one of the chief ingredients of 


violet powder, and many others are 
well acquainted with tho strangely 
shaped pieces of white root that seem 
like dried ginger, which give out the 
delicate and subtle scent of the violet, 
and perhaps the privileged few- know 
that It Is made from the roots of a 
kind of iris; but there, as a rule, their 
knowledge stops, and so did mine 
some years ago until I visited Italy, 
and in the sunny land of flowers I 
learned the story of the orris root. 


High on one of the many beautiful 


hills surrounding Flnrrnce stands an 
old villa inclosed in a garden, and such 
a garden, where nature and the gar- 
dener's art seem never at variance. 


In that garden I renewed my ac- 


quaintance with the iris, says a cor- 
respondent of the London Queen, and 
remembered how years before I had 
been first Introduced to it and to its 
lovely cousin, the white Florentine 
Iris, in the quaint old garden of the 
Convent of the Certosa, near Florence. 
A brown robed monk had told us that 
tho roots of the Iris when prepared and 
dried in the sun bemtno the orris ront 
of commerce, famous for making violet 
powder, violet scent and other per- 
fumes. 


Xftvor have I seen the cultivation 


of the Iris and the preparation of or- 
ris root to such perfection as last, 
summer 
In 
the 
Tuscan Apennines, 


where Vallombrosa lifts Its pine cov- 
ered head. 
Far 
-vivny from its cool, 


shady woods, on the sunny side of the 
mountains, lies the wholn diytr'ot of 
the Yal (i'Arno, and between Snltino 
and Plan di Sco the entire neighbor-' 
hood is given up to the cultivation of 
vines, olives and Iris.

exclusively, for Indian corn, wheat and 
millet And a place.

THE 56-HOUR 
LAW 


An important mill case was decided the other day in Fall River, result- 


ing in the first conviction under the 56-hour law. 
Miss Halley of the 


district police inspecting corps instituted the case against the Davol mill 


of Fall'River on the ground that it habitually started the works at five 


minutes before 1 o'clock and required the operatives to be in their places 


at that time. 


The'1 superintendent of the mill was sentenced to pay a fine of $50, but 


appealed and furnished bonds. 


The defendant mill offered no testimony but has intimated that the 


case will go to the supreme court on the constitutionality of,the law. 
This 


question was brought up at the trial but Judge Dunn, refused to rule upon 


it, as the custom is to let all such questions go to the full bench. 
The 


decision will be watched with interest by till the mill workers in New 


England. 


THE PEOPLE VERSUS THE POLITICAL PARTY 


Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, able man that he is, distinguished 


as a leader, and on many public questions of the hour, is no longer wanted 


by the people. He is to retire because he does not want to contest for re- 


election on account of his age. But if he were twenty years younger he 


would find that the growing prejudice against the machine politician would 
count strongly against him. 


Aldrich has been the leader in tbe revision of the tariff, and the very 


general belief in regard to his course therein is that he served the interests 
of the trusts rather than the people. The people blame the republican party 
for revision upward instead of downward, and they regard Aldrich as the 
tool by .which the political schemes of his parly were carried out. 


The opposition to machine politicians IK not confined to Aldrich alone. 


It is directed against other republican leaders and bosses of the same 
stamp—that is, men who are ready to sacrifice the interests of the people 
to the interests of their political parly. 


Senator Lodge has been preeminently a man of this type. He i^ the 


boss of the Massachusetts machine, and he is ready at call whenever his 
services are in demand by the party at Washington. The country is gelling 
tired of these machine politicians, because they stand mainly for one thing 
which is the perpetuation of the republican party in office. 
The demand of 


the hour is for men who will stand by the people and let the matter of 
party supremacy sink to second place.. 


PEACE 
FEDERATION 
OF THE 
WORLD 


The next great world question to be settled by the nations is that of 


forming a world federation of all the powers for universal peace. A joint 
resolution passed the national house a few days ago looking towards the 
maintenance of world peace by the creation of an international police and 
by other feasible methods. The senate will undoubtedly pass the resolu- 
tion and the president will gladly sign it, as there seems to be a great desire 
on the part of all branches of the federal government, to bring this proposi- 
tion inlo the domain of practical international action. 


It is intended that the proposed commission vil! act 
through The 


Hpgue tribunal and the international court of arbitration which is to be 
established. 


Secretary Knox has sent to the international congress of chambers of 


commerce at London an appeal in favor of an international court of arbitral 
justice as suggested by Col. Hooscvelt in one of his Kuropomi speeches. It 
was referred to a committee to be reported to the meeting of the congress 
in 1012. But apart from this court the general movement for a federation 
of universal peace is growing rapidly. 


The federation of ilie powers is a prerequisite for universal peace. 


This is more feasible today than over before for all the great nations have 
parliarasnts to make laws and contracts with other nations that will he 
binding upon all the signatory powers. Russia has her Dmmi. 
China will 


soon have a constitution. 
Turkey and Persia have ouch passed Ihroiurli 


a revolution that brought them lively parliaments. 


The general plan is to have the powers outer into a federation for 


peace, establish a court for the arbitration of all international disputes 
properly coming under its jurisdiction and place at this court's command 
the armies and navies of the world to enforce its decrees. Thai would put 
an cncUo militarism; it would cause the powers to use the 
effort H now 


given to Jhe nrle of war to the arts of peace; so thnt. the world would 
undoubtedly bo the gainer. 


The progress of the age, the friendly fcaling among the nations and the 


terrible destructive force of the modern engines of war, are all in favor of 
universal pence. If the dread of war wore (hiis removed it would establish 
n wonderful fooling of security that could not fail to promote the intercuts 
«f every nation on earth.

Increase of $85,000,- 


000 in Exports 


WASHINGTON, .June.- 25,--An In- 


crease of 85 million dollars In exports 
from the United States-to other coun- 
tries of the Western ;Heniisphere and 
a decrease of .14 million dollars In 
those to the Eastern'.Hemisphere dur- 
ing the 11 months of] the. current fiscal 
year Is an. Interesting, tact developed 
by an analysis of'.the year's trade 
made by the bureau!of statistics of the 
department of 
commerce and labor. 


The figures show that! the gains In ex-' 
ports occurred in those parts of the 
world in which manufactures.form the 
bulk of the merchandise imported, 
while the losses ' 'occurred in thosa 
countries .In...which! foodstuffs consti- 
tute an Important .part of the import, 
trade. Of the domestic exports to the 
various grand divisions last year, man- 
ufactures formed, in the. case of North 
America, 60 per. cent; .South America, 
over 86 per. cent; Oceania, 85 per cent, 
arid Africa, 60 per • cent of the total, 
and .to these sections of the world the 
exports 
from 
the United States in- 


creased;, while in the case of Europe, 
to which manufactures formed nearly 
30 per cent, and foodstuffs 31. per cent, 
of the exports, and 
Asia, 
to which 


manufactures formed 70' per cent., and 
foodstuffs 10 per cent of the exports 
from the United States there were de- 
creases during" the year. 


The new world is' rapidly increasing 


the share which it takes of products of 
the United States* and is, as shown by 
the figures already, quoted, responsible 
for .practically all the -gain of 71 mi!-! 
lion dollars made in the exports of the 
United States. While Oceania shows a. 
gain of 8 million and Africa a gain of 
1 million in the value of exports there- 
to during the 11 months, their gain of 
9 million is more than offset by a loss 
of 2.3 million dollars in exports to Eu- 
rope and Asia. In 1890 America took 
15 1-2 per cent of the 
total 
exports 


from the United States; in 1900, 16 1-2 
per cent, and in the fiscal year nov; 
closing will take over 36 per cent, un- 
less the month of .Tune should devolep 
a marked decline in the share of the 
export trade going to America coun- 
tries. Twenty years ago the exports to 
all America1 from the 
United 
States 


were valued at 133 million dollars, in 
]910 they will probably exceed 475 mil- 
lion dollars; their relation to the total 
exports having increased, as 
already 


indicated, from 15 1-2 per cent to more 
than 26 per cent. This means :i gain 
in exports to America in 20 years- of 
more than 260 per cent, while to all 
other parts of the world the exports 
from the United States were increas- 
ing but 80 per cent. 


Considering separately the exports to 


the various grand divisions, those from 
the United States to North America 
during the 11 months' period increased 
from 
280 million dollars in 1909 to 


nearly 350 million in 1910; those 
to 


South America, from 70 million in 1909 
to about So million in 1910; those 
to 


Oceania, from.37 million in 1909 to -15 
million in 1910, and those to 
Africa 


from less than 16 million in 1909 to 
about 17 million in 1910; while exports 
to Europe meantime decreased 
from 


1077 million dollars in the 17 months 
ending with May, 1909, to 1065 million 
in the corresponding period of 1910, 
and those to Asia, from 65 1-2 million 
to about 56 million dollars.

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BANKINyXPERIENCE 


Of MeniGO Under Administration 


of President Diaz 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—The bank- 


ing experience of Mexico 
under 
the 


administration of President .Diaz pre- 
sents many interesting points of con- 
tract and comparison with the system 
of the United States. The subject is 
treated more "fully than in any other 
document in English by a monograph, 
Just made public by the National Mon- 
etary Commission, prepared 
by Mr. 
Charles A. Conant, the author of "A 
History of Modern Banks of Issue," 
and other financial works. 'Mr. ConV 
ant derived special fitness for the task 
from the fact that he was consulted by 
the Mexican government in the prep- 
aration of the monetary reform of 1905 
and has been in frequent correspond- 
ence since that time with Mr. Lima-, 
tour, the Mexican minister of finance, 
and other leading: Mexican financiers. 
The text of his monograph was sub- 
mitted to Mr. oaciuln D. Casasua, for- 
mer ambassador to the United States, 
and himself a well-known writer on 
financial subjects. 
The appendix - to 


the monograph presents for the first 
time In this country the -full text of 
the strong report on the new banking 
law made by Mr. Llmatour In 1807 and 
the text of the recent report of 
Mr. 


Pablo Macedo, on the workings of the 
commission on money and 
exchange, 


which was charged by-the government 
with carrying out the new 
monetarj 


law which placed Mexico on the gold 
exchange standard. 
' 
The history of hanking In Mexico 


prior to the steps taken In 1896 to 
bring about unity o£ system, was that 
of a few banks, largely h'nanced from 


j 
abroad, 
having 
special 
concessions 


and subject to no uniform 
require- 


ments as to circulation, reserves, and 
other obligations of 
sound banking. 


Up to 1804 tho banking business was 
done by large mercantile houses 
with 


foreign 
relations. These'' houses 
In 


some cases issued certificates 
posit In the form of bills, iilled 
de- 
foi- 
uneven amounts. 
The first real, bank- 


ing office was a branch of the London 
bank of Alexlco and 
South America, 


which was established In 1894 without 
any special concession . from tlie gov- 
ernment. It was not until 1881 that a 
concession was granted by 
congress 


which led to the creation of the 
Na- 


tional Bank of Mexico. The title 
of 


this Institution did not imply that 
it 


occupied toward the government and 
the public the same position 
as tho 


central banks of Europe, but with a 
capital of $8,000,000, arid branches 
at 


several Important points, It soon be- 
came and has remained thn most Im- 
portant 
banking institution 
of 
the 


country. Special privileges in 
re- 


gard to the Issue If notes were given 
to Ihe bank. These privileges were 
not admltled by the government to be 
exclusive, but ppsible differences 
on 


this subject \vere adjusted at the time 
of the enactment of thp general bank- 
ing law of March 15, 1897. 
The essential feature of this law. so 


far as It related to banks of Issue, was 
the abandonment of the system or 
monopoly or note issue, but thc exten- 
sion of regulations conforming to the 
rules of sound banking over all banks 
to be in future established. 
The fed- 


eral banking system was in future to 
recognize three classes of institutions-"^ 
banks of Issue, issuing notes payable 
lo bearer on demand; mortgage banks, 
issuing mortgage bonds to cover loans 
on real estate, and banks of finance or 
promotion, • issuing treasury bonds 'to 
cover loans to industry and agriculture 
for short terms, but longer than th-a 
term of the usual commercial loan. 


The mortgage hanks of Mexico arc of 


the usual type existing 
in Europe- 


issuing bonds for even amounts and for 
long terms, cnp,ibl-s for easy transfer 
in thc open mnrket.

Gore ofr Oklahoma 'disclosed 
in 
the 


senate ^j-esterday what .he Interpreted 
as art effort to bribe him in connection 


- with legislation affecting tho sum in 


attorneys' fees claimed by J. F. Mc- 
Murray of Oklahoma, for services ran- 
dered to .the Choctaw and Chlclcaeaw 
nations: in land and .town sites. 


The charge created a sensation in 


the senate, which later extended to the 
house.. The latter body in consequence 
sent back .to conference . tho general 
deficiency bill, which carried an item 


• relating to contracts between the In- 
dians and their attorneys. 


As the result of . the 
denouement, 
Senator Goru finally Involved a mem- 
l>er of the senate committee on Indian 
affairs, a member of the house" com- 
mittee on Indian affairs, 
two 
former 


senators, one from Nebraska, and the 
other from Kansas—but whose names 
were not made public In debate. 


In response to a. suggestion by Sena 


tor Bailey, that lie should name tl 
\senate member of the Indian affair 
committee, Mr. 
Gore 
demurred, bu 


declared that he would welcome an in 
vestigatlon of the charges. It is no 
improbable that such an investigatlo 
vslll .be ordered. 


Mr. Gore was compelled to adores 


the senate three times 
before 
tha 


body was fully aroused to the serious 
ness of the charges he-.rnau'e. His firs 
effort 
was 
in connection with th 


adoption of the conference report o 


. the deficiency bill,

•• completed by Senator Hale. As passe

The conference report had

sion as agreed upon in conference. He 
lost no time in returning to the sen- 
ate chamber, where he moved to re- 
consider the vote by which the confer- 
ence report had been adopted.

presiding officer informed him that the

a time of need. He assured. me it 
would be to my financial interest if I 
would call on the senator from Colo- 
rado and advise him not to report the 
resolution. There was a suggestion 
that 525,000 or $60,000 would be avail- 
able if the contracts were not prohibit- 
ed. And I am informed that a similar 
proposition was made yesterday to a 


Learning that the house had not yet 


acted upon the conference report; Mr. 
Gore hastened to the other chamber., 
where he told friends of the efforts al- 
leged to have been made to corrupt 
members. When the conference report 
was brought up in-the house, Repre- 
sentative Murphy of Nevada called at- 
tention to the situation. He declared 
that an attorney had been "lobbying in 
the capital" for a long time In the in- 
terest of legislation which would vali- 
date his contracts with the Indians.

An important mill case was decided the other day in Fall River, result- 


ing in .the:first conviction under the 56-hour law. Miss Halley of the 


district police inspecting corps instituted the case against the Davol mill 


of Fall River on the ground that it habitually started tho -works at five 


minutes before 1 o'clock and required the operatives to be in their places 


at that time.

The superintendent of the mill was sentenced to pay a fine of $50, but 


appealed and furnished bonds.

The defendant mill offered no testimony but has intimated that the 


case will go to the supreme court on the constitutionality of the law. This 


question was brought np at the trial but Judge Dana refused .to rule upon 


it, as the custom is to let all such questions go to the full bench. 
The 


decision will bo watched with interest by nil the mill workers in New 


England. 


THE PEOPLE VERSUS THE POLITICAL PARTY _ 


Senator AJdrien of Rhode Island, able man that he is, distinguished 


as a leader and on many public questions of tho hour, is no longer wanted 


by tlio people. He is to retire because ho does not want to contest for re- 


election on account of his age. But if ho were twenty years younger he 


would find that the growing prejudice against the machine politician would 
count strongly against him. 


Aldrich lias been the leader in tho revision of tho tariff, and the very 


general belief in regard to his course therein is that ho served tho interests 
of tbe trusts rather than the people. The people blame the republican party 
for revision upward instead of downward, nnd thoy regard Aldrich ns tho 
tool by which the political schemes of his party were carried out. 


The opposition to machine politicians is not confined to Aldrieh alone. 


It is directed against other republican leaders and bosses of the same 
stamp—that is, men who fire ready to sacrifice the interests of the people 
ty the interests of tlieir political,party. 


Senator Lodge; Ims been preeminently a man of this type. He is the 


boss of the Massachusetts machine, and he is ready at call whenever his 


Mil-vices are in demand by tho party at Washington. The country is getting 
tired of these machine politicians, because they stand mainly for one thing 
which is the perpetuation of the republican party in office. 
The demand of 


the hour is for men who will stand by the people and let the matter of 
party supremacy sink to second place. 


PEACE FEDERATION OF THE WORLD 


The next great world question'to be settled by the nations is that of 


forming a world federation of all the powers for universal peace. A joint 
resolution passed the national house a few days ago looking towards the 
maintenance of world peace by the creation of nn international police nnd 
by other feasible methods. The senate will undoubtedly pass the resolu- 
tion and the president will gladly sign it, as there seems to be a great desire 
on the part of all branches of the federal government to bring this proposi- 
tion into the doranin oi' practical international action. 


It. is intended tliiil the proposed commission will 
act 
through 
The 


Hague tribunal and the international court of arbitration •which is to bo 
established. 


Secretary Knox has sent to the international congress of chambersiof 


commerce at London an appeal in favor of an international court of arbitral 
justice as suggested by Col. Roosevelt in one of his European speeches. It 
was referred to a committee to be reported to -the meeting of the congress 
in 1912. But apart from this court the general movement for n federation 
of universal peace is growing rapidly. 


The federation of the powers is a prerequisite for universal peace. 


This is more feasible today than ever before for all the great nations have 
parliaments to nuiko laws and contracts with other nations that will be 
binding upon all the signatory powers. Hussiu luis her Duma. China will 
soon Jiiivo a constitution. 
Turlcoy and Persia, have each passed through 


a revolution that brought them lively parliaments. 


The general plan is to have the. powers outer into a federation for 


peace, establish a court for the arbilrntion of all international disputes 
properly coming under its jurisdiction and place at this court's command 
tlio armies and navies of the world to enforce its decrees. That would put 
nn lir.d to militarism; it would cause Iho powers (o iisn 
(lie 
efforts 
now 


given ro Hits arts of war to tho nrls of peace; so that tbo world would 
undoubtedly bo. the gainer. 


The progress of the ago, tho friendly fcsling among tlio mitioiw and the 


terrible destructive fovco of the modern engines of war, arc all in fnvor of 
universal pr.aoc. If (ho dread of war wove thus removed it would establish 
n wonderful fooling of security llint could not fail to promote tho interests 
tf ovory untion on earth.

OOO in Exports 
„ 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
25.—An in- 


crease of -85. million1 dollars in exports 
from the United States to other coun- 
trles,o£ the Western Hemisphere and 
a decrease. o£ :14 million dollars in 
those to the-Eastern'Hemisphere dur- 
ing the 11 months, of the current fiscal 
year ia an interesting' fact developed 
by an analysis of the year's trade 
made by the bureau of statistics of the 
department "of commerce and labor. 
The figures show that the gains In ex- 
ports occurred in those parts of the 
world in -which manufactures form the 
bulk of the merchandise imported, 
while the losses occurred in those 
countries' In which ' foodstuffs consti- 
tute an important .part of the Import 
trade. Of the .domestic exports to the 
various grand divisions last year, man- 
ufactures formed, in the case of North 
America, 60 per cent.; South America, 
over 86 per cent; Oceania, 85 per cent, 
and Africa, CO per cent of the total, 
and to these sections of the world the 
exports from 
the United States In- 


creased; while in the! case of Europe, 
to which manufactures formed nearly 
30 per cent, and foodstuffs 31 per cent, 
of the exports, and .Asia, to which 
manufactures formed 10 per cent., ^.nd 
foodstuffs 10 per cent of the exports 
from the United States there were de- 
creases during the year. 


The new world is rapidly increasing 


the share which.it takes of products of 
the United States and Is, as shown' by 
the figures already, quoted, responsible 
for practically all the gain of 71 mil- 
lion dollars made in .the exports of the 
United States. While Oceania shows a 
gain of 8 million and Africa a gain of 
1 million in the value of exports there- 
to during the 11 months, their gain of 
9 million Is more than offset by a loss 
of 23 million dollars in exports to Eu- 
rope and Asia. . In 1S90 America took 
15 1-2 per cent of the 
total 
exports 


from the United States; in 1900, 16 1-2 
per cent, and in the fiscal year now 
closing will! take over 26 per cent, un- 
less the month of Juno should devolep 
a marked decline in the share of tlie 
export trade going to.America coun- 
tries. T;wenty years ago the exports to 
all America from the 
United States 


were valued at 133 million dollars, in 
1910 they will probably exceed 475 mil- 
lion dollars; their relation to the total 
exports having Increased, as 
already 


indicated, from 15 1-2 per cent to more 
than 20 per cent. This means a gain 
in exports to America in 20 years of 
more than S50 per cent, while to all 
other parts of the world the exports 
from the United States were increas- 
ing but 80 per cent. 


Considering separately the exports lo 
the various grand divisions, those from 
the United States to North America 
during the 11 months' period increased 
from 2SO million dollars in 1909 to 
nearly 350 million In 1910; those 
to 


South America, from 70 million in 1909 
to about 85 million in 1910; those (o 
Oceania, from 37 million in 1909 to .13 
million in 1910, and those to 
Africa 


from 
less than 16 million in 1909 *.o 


about 17 million in 1910; while exports 
o Europe meantime decreased 
from 


1077 million dollars In the 17 months 
ending with May, 1909, to 1065 million 
n the corresponding period of 1910, 
and those to Asia, from 65 1-2 million 
:o about 55 million dollars. The rela- 
ive changes in the exports to the va- 
rious grand divisions were, therefore. 
:o North America, a gain of 25 per 
cent: South America, a gain of about 
20 per ceni; Oceania, a gain of 20 per 
cent, and Africa, a gain of nearly 10 
i.er cent; and to Asia, a decrease of 
about 15 per cent, and to Europe a de- 
crease of about one per cent. 


The principal gains made in the ex- 


>orts to North America occurred in the 
rade with Canada, Mexico, Panama, 
ind Cuba. To Canada exports from 
he United States increased from 1-17 
million in the eleven months ending 
vlth Ma5', 1909, to over 194 millions 
n the corresponding period of 1910;

Story of Orris Root 


t IB Prepared From the Iris For Pow- 


der and Perfumes. 


\TOST people know that orris root Is 


one of the chief Ingredients of 


violet powder, and many others are 
well acquainted with the strangely 
shaped pieces of white root that seem 
Ike dried ginger, which give out the 
delicate and subtle scent of the violet, 
and perhaps tho privileged few know 
that It is made from the roots of a 
kind of Iris; but there, as a rule, their 
knowledge stops, and so did mine 
some yearn ago until I visited Italy, 
and in the sunny land of flowers I 
learned the story of the orris root. 


High on one of the many beautiful 


hills surf'oundlng Florence stands an 
old villa inclosed In a garden, and such 


garden, where nature and the gar- 


dener's art seem never at variance. 


In that garden I renewed my ac- 


quaintance with tho iris, says n cor- 
respondent of the London Queen, and 
remembered how years before I had 
been first Introduced to It and to Its 
lovely cousin, tho white Florentine 
iris, In the quaint old garden of the 
Convent of tho Certosa, near Florence. 
A brown robed monk had told us that 
the roots of the iris when prepared and 
dried in the sun became the orris root 
of commerce, famous for making violet 
powder, vlolot scent and other per- 
fumes. 


Never have I seen the cultivation 


of tho Irl* a-nd the preparation of or- 
ris root to such perfection na last 
summer in the Tuscan 
Apennines, 


where Vallombrosa lifts Its pine cov- 
ered head. Far away from its cool, 
shady woods, on the sunny side of the 
mountains, lies the whole district of 
the Val d'Arno, and between Saltlno 
and Plan fll Sen tho entire neighbor- 
hood Is given up to tho cultivation of 
vines, olives and iris. 
Of course not 


exclusively, for Indian corn, wheat and 
millet find a place. But wine, oil and 
orris root aro tho three commercial 
Industries. 
Pergolas of vines stretch 


along as far as eye can see—vines 
with 
clusters of purple or white 


grapes, olives laden with green ber- 
ries, nnd under them and between 
them llttlo plantations or fields of Iris 
dalrnntlca. The Iris, or glnggolo, as It 
Is called In Italy, is planted thinly and 
allowed to grow for three years, when 
tho roots are dug up nnd tied In blpr 
bundles. 
These are then prepared. 


Nearly tho whole of tho tuberous rnnt 
Is cut off, leaving only'a tiny hit with 
fibers In order that thn plant may 
grow when It Is replanted, ao It Is nt 
once for another three years of pence. 


Thn tubcm aro then thrown Into bhj 


basins of water, and the whulo family 
of tho contadino, or peasant, hitting on 
thn doorstep of their houses or under 
tho pergolas In the shade of tho vinos, 
begin tho business of peeling thorn 
previous to their being dried In the sun 
for tho market. "Old men and maid- 
ens, younij mon nnd children," yrn, nnd 
even tho wives nnd grandmothers, nro 
all busy with tho small, alcklo shaped

portant banking Institution 
ot the 


country; Special privileges in 
re- 


gard to the Issue if notes were given 
to the bank. These privileges were 
not admitted by the government to be 
exclusive, but poslble differences- 
on 


this subject were adjusted at tho time 
of tho enactment of the general bank 


, ing law of March 19, 1897. 


The essential feature of this law, so 


far as it related to banks of Issue, was 
the abandonment of the. system or 
monopoly or note Issue, but thc exten- 
sion of regulations conforming to tho 
rules, of sound banking over all banka 
to be in future established. 
The fed- 


eral hanking system was in future to 
recognize three classes of Institutions^ 
banks of issue. Issuing notes payable 
to! bearer on demand; mortgage banks, 
issuing mortgage bonds to qover loans 
on real estate, and banks-of finance or 
promotion, issuing treasury bonds to 
cover loans to Industry and agriculture 
for short terms, but longer than tho 
term of tho usual- commercial .loan. 


The mortgage .banks of Mexico are of 


the usual type existing in 
Europe— 


issuing bonds for even amounts and for 
long terms, capable for easy transfer 
In tho open market. 
Thc object of the 


so-called banks of promotion, or finance 
banks, was to extend credit to agri- 
cultural and to mining enterprises. The 
essential dlcerence. between them and 
the mortgage banks was the torm of 
their obligations, which was limited In 
1897 to a maximum of two years, and 
extended in 1908 to three years. 
The 


funds thus obtained are loaned to min- 
ing and agricultural enterprises for a 
corresponding 
period not • > . exceeding: 


three years. 
This term was adopted 


in order to afford sufficient time for 
the completion of the transactions for 
which the money was advanced, and 
in .case of a bad year to permit the 
enterprise to recoup In .tho year fol- 


extendjng special privileges In respect 
to taxation for a term of years to. the 
first bank of Issue to. which a charter 
might be granted. 
j 


The granting of new charters, how 


ever, was not 
automatic 
and 
was 


hedged about with careful restrictions. 
A bank'of Issue could not bs founded 
with a loss capital than ?500,000, which 
was raised by the. law. of June IS, 1908, 
to Jl.000,000 for banks which 
might 


thereafter be established. 
The 
ex- 


press authorization of the department 
of. finance was made necessary for the 
increase or 
diminution 
of 
banking 


capital,'and no bank could be organized 
until the capital ha,d been fully sub- 
scribed and at.least 50 per c-mt In cash 
paid in. Those seeking a concession 
for any institution of credit organized 
under the law were required to deposit 
In" tli^ treasury, or in . the 
National 


Bank of Mexico, government bonds of 
a nominal value equivalent to at least 
20 per cent of-the sum which the sum 
which the bank was required to have 
in hand in order to be incorporated. 
The preliminary concession might be 
gran^id to private individuals, not less 
than three in number, but they must 
show within four months-that they had 
organized a joint-stock company 
to 


operate the concession and had trans- 
ferred the_ concession to such company. 


The duration of new bank charters 


was nof. in any. case to exceed thirty 
years from the date of the 
enactment 


of the law for banks of Issue 'and fifty 
years for tho other classes of banks. 
By this provision the

reserved to the-government by revising 
the general banking law at stated pe- 
riods, and making the

Harvard's graduating class,. 1910, 


was robbed of the picturesque climax 
of the gayest period of class day cele- 
bration yesterday, and incidentally the 
ivy orator had to talk to a crowd 
whose one thought was to get .beneath 
the cement structure of the stadium 
before the black clouds spilled their 
contents. 
It may have been that Mr. Sullivan s 


satire stirred things aloft to action or 
It may have been that the rows of 
daintily gowned girls were too great a 
temptation to be resisted by the celes- 
tial controller of the water mnins. 
There were cheers 
for President 


Lowell and the Glee club sang "John- 
nie Harvard." 
The song finished, Marshal Brawn 


presented the ivy orator, Franl; Wil- 
liam Sullivan, and the speaker took 
possession of the stand, removed his 
mortar - board and commenced. ' 
Mr. 


Sullivan's effort was'heard, and being 
heard was enjoyed.' 
Whether he had studied the acoustic 


properties of- the spacious stadium or 
not, 
if there are any acoustics there, 


Mr. Sullivan is to be credited with 
marked success in. throwing his voice 
to the distant sections of the crowded 
amphitheatre. Way up in the top sec- 
tions the crowd heard every word, and 
those who came under the impression 
that they could no more than just see 
the ivy orator were 
agreeably, sur- 


prised. 
Witty Ivy Oration 


Mr. Sullivan had constructed some 


humor for those beyond the circle of 
classmates and .he had the satisfaction 
of hearing loud laughter from 
tho 


stands. None of his jokes for the mul- 
titude went astray. He had to pause 
for the' la.ughter and applause from 
the throng during the earlier part of 
his speech before he reached the points 
that were only for college consump- 
tion. 
Mr. Sullivan's oration was:

As'the result of the 
denouement 
Senator Gore, finally.invqived. a mem 
ber of the senate committee on Indian 
affairs, a member of the house com 
mittee on Indian affairs, 
two 
forme 
senators, one from Nebraska, and th 
other from Kansas—but whose name 
were not made public in debate.: 
. In...respohse to a suggestion' by Sena 
tor Bailey, that he should name th 
senate member of the Indian affair 
committee, Mr. Gore 
demurred, bu 
declared that he would welcome an in 
vestlgation of the charges. It is no 
improbable that such an investigation 
will be ordered. 
. Mr. Gore was compelled to address 
the senate three times before
